current seasons has shown them 
popular with hunters. Also, some 
deer that might otherwise be wast- 
ed are recovered by permit hoald- 
ers. 

Again this year, the Department 
will operate deer checking stations 
along principal north-south high- 
ways where hunters may, if they 
like. have their deer checked for 
are, weight and physical develop- 
ment. Information gathered at 
these stations helps state biolo- 
gists with deer management pro- 
grams, 

Also, highway counts of deer on 
cars will be made and the figures 
Statistically calculated to deter 
mine total deer kill. 

In past years, this method has 
given quick and rather accurate 
estimates of the kill. 

Before the season ends on Nov. 
30, an estimated 450,000 resident 
and out-of-state hunters will have 
bagged some 70 to 80 thousand of 
Michigan’s white-tailed deer, de- 
pending on their skill) and = on 
weather conditions, says Robert J. 
Furlong, executive secretary of 
the Michigan Tourist Council. 

Each hunter will spend = ap- 
proximately $73 a trip for equip- 
ment, food and lodging, license 
fees and transportation, according 
to a recent U. S. Fish and Wild- 
life survey. 

“This puts Michigan’s big-game 
revenue at $33 million” the tourist

There are various other meth- 
ods employed to reduce income in 
current years’ when the tax bur- 
den may be high and to, in effect, 
transfer this income to the future 
when earnings are lower, and es- 
pecially after 65 when deductions 
are higher.
